Trial 
U nderway 


The Ben Mathis trial 
got underway in Enterprise 
Monday morning. Most of 
the morning was spent in 
the examination of pro- 
spective jurors. Mathis is 
charged with two murders, 
but is being tried on only 
one. He is charged with 
killing Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Morgan of Enter- 
prise and is being tried at 
this term of Coffee County 
Circuit Court only on the 
charge of murdering Mr. 
Morgan. 

An all-white jury was 
empanelled Monday by 
Judge Eris Paul. During 
the questioning defense 
lawyers queried the 
veniremen as to their ac- 
quaintance with the Mor- 
gans, and theeffects of wide 
publicity given the case. 
The state attorneys direct- 
ed their questions to occu- 
pation, place and length of 
residence inCoffee County, 
and willingness to impose 
the death penalty on cir- 
cumstantial evidence, 

The eight Negro venire-~ 
men were eliminated, Four 
Said flatly they believed the 
defendant guilty; one 
claimed exemption as a 
school teacher. One said he 
is opposed to _ capital 
punishment under any 
cumstances and one said he 
would not votre for the death 
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Bob Folsom defeated 
Mace Cook by 21 votes in 
Tuesday’s run-off Demo- 
cratic primary for council- 
man for Ward No. 3. In the 
first primary Cook led the 
ticket with 42 votes over 
Folsom but did not receive 
a majority vote over his 
two opponents. Buddy 
Brunson was a candidate 
for councilman Ward No, 3 
and was eliminated in the 
first primary. Folsom re-~ 
ceived 339 votes, Cook 318 
in the run-off Tuesday. 

Less than half the qual- 
ified voters of Elba par- 
ticipated in the election 
Tuesday. Only 657 ballots 
were cast of approximately 
1,500 who are qualified to 
vote in the city. 

This was the third time 
Folsom has offered him- 
self as a candidate in the 
city election. He is con- 
sidered as a seasoned pol-

itician and was probably 
elected because it was be- 
lieved that he knew where, 
how and when, from astate 
level, for the benefit of 
the city. This was Cook’s 
first time to participate in 
any election as a candidate, 

Until the last few days 
there was little interest 
shown in the run-off elec- 
tion. Apparently some vot- 
ers might have been a- 
gainst Cook because of his 
interest in the Elba Coun- 
try Club, but since both 
Cook and Folsom are mem- 
bers of the Country Club 
and both participate in the 
activities of the club that 
Was not an issue, Appar- 
ently some voters were 
against Cook because his 
work takes him to Fort 
Rucker, though he makes 
his home in Elba and spends 
a great deal of time par- 
ticipating in the activities 


of Elba affairs. 

Both Folsom and Cook 
are natives of Elba and both 
are vitally interested inthe 
welfare of the city, Voters 
believed that Folsom had 
the time and the ability to 
look after the affairs of 
the city, as a whole, as 
well as of his own Ward, 

Many voters would not 
vote because they could 
not decide between the two 
men, who are neighbors 
on Enterprise Road, 

Apparently both candi- 
dates are well liked froma 
personal standpoint, in 
personality and in ability.

Crops Needed 


Coffee County farmers 
can put thousands of acres 
into rye, wheat, or oats 
for winter grazing and 
grain, In a lot of cases, 
the necessary potash and 
phosphorus can be put down 
on the land under the oats, 
rye, or wheat and then after 
grazing is finished next 
spring, these crops could 
be turned and the land pre- 
pared for peanuts. In 
fact, several Coffee County 
peanut producers plant rye 
in the fall for grazing and 
then turn in time to plant 
peanuts, 

In the past few years, 
Coffee County farmers 
have cut down on the num- 
ber of acres planted to 
small grains, However, the 
planting of small grains and 
other cover crops is a val- 
uable soll protection and 
soil building practice, 

Recommended varieties 
of oats are: Suregrain, 
Moregrain, and Victor- 
grain 48-93. Other varie- 
ties can be planted, but 
these are some of the best 
ones for Coffee County 
growers, 

Recommended varieties 
of wheat are; Anderson, 
Coker 47-27, Atlas 66, and 
Coastal. New varieties are 
being developed and tested 
every year, 

Abruzzi is the only re- 


commended variety of rye, | 


Wren’s abruzzi is the most 
widely used in Alabama. 
Many Coffee County farm- 
ers plant Florida Black 
Rye and Gator. 

Oats should be seeded 
at the rate of 2 to 3 bush- 
els per acre, When grainis 
to be harvested for grazing 
and grain, plant 3to 4 bush- 
els per acre. 

For wheat, plant ltol1/2 
bushels per acre, 

Rye should be seeded 
at the rate of 90 pounds 
per acre, 

Planting dates for Cof- 
fee County are from Sep- 
tember 15 to November 15, 

If peanuts are to follow 
any of these crops, it will 
be best to have a soil test 
made and fertilize accord- 
ingly. However, if no test 
is made, use about 400 
pounds of 4-12-12 before 
planting and top-dress with 
about 35 pounds of nitrogen 
as soon as the crop is up 
to a good stand. 


Destroy 
Cotton 


| Leaves, Stalks 


With all the rain that 
we have had recently, most 
cotton stalks will go into 
the fall with a lot of leaves 
on them. These conditions 


# make it easy for boll wee- 


vils to continue multiplying 
and go into the winter 
months in good condition, 
To keep the boll weevil pop- 
ulation down, it is very im- 
portant to destroy the lea- 
ves and stalks as soon after 
harvesting as possible. 

It is of utmost im- 
portance that all farmers 
cooperate in this program. 
With full cooperation of the 
farmers, it is quite 
possible that the present 
boll weevil population may 
be reduced by this practice, 
One un-cooperative farmer 
in a community can provide 
for a re~infestation of the 
area; therefore, it is of 
utmost importance that 
each and every cotton 


farmer cooperate in this

sults, 


Some Coffee County 


’ farmers do not have the e= 
quipment to destroy stalks, 


but it would be a paying 
practice for him tohire his 
neighbor or someone with 
the equipment to do this 
job for him, 

Cotton production is 
still an important income 
producer for Coffee County 
farmers, Even with re- 
duced acreages, it is still 
about a two million dollar 
business,

Hog Market 
Ahead 


The hog market looks 
favorable for Coffee County 
growers for thenext twelve 
months, Spring farrowing 
was reduced by 9 percent, 
but producers saved a re-~ 
cord 7,22 pigs per litter, 
The total number of pigs 
saved isestimated by USDA 
to be 46,479 or 8 percent 
less than the spring pig 
crop of 1963, 

Hog prices should hold 
up well throughout Septem~ 
ber and then ease off some 
as marketings increase 
seasonally into the fall. If 
the June pig crop report 
is an accurate appraisal of 
the production trends, then 
market barrows and gilts 
should average about $17 
cwt, in October to Decem- 
ber compared with $15 to 
$16 cwt. last fall, Prices 
in the first half of 1965 
should average about $2 
cwt. above 1964’s first 
half prices or about $16 
to $16.50 cwt. Coffee Coun- 
ty farmers can take advan- 
tage of the price increase. 

If hog prices are close 
to predictions for the next 
six months and corn prices 
relatively stable, then little 
expansion in production is 
expected in 1965. However, 
if hog prices exceed pre- 
dictions and corn prices 
drop below 90 to 95¢ per 
bushel, producers may well 
respond to favorable condi- 


tions and expand hog 
production in 1965, 
Farm Breifs

Many farmers use small 
grain crops--such as 
wheat, oats and rye--for

To make the State 
“Ton Per Acre Club’’ this 
year, you will have to make 
2,500 pounds per acre, This 
was raised last year be- 
cause the crowd making a 
ton per acre was getting too 
large to handle for the an- 
nual banquet, We are cer~ 
tainly glad to see these pea- 
nut yields increasing, I’m 
Sure that with the help of 
the weatherman andthe use 
of all the technical know- 
how, we will see even high- 
er yields in the future, 


It was a happy occas- 
jon last Thursday night as 
the leaders of the Coffee 
County 4-H Foundation 
Drive met at Bayley’s Res- 
tayrant in Enterprise to 
hear a final report. I don’t 
know the exact figure, but 
Coffee County raised 
nearly $28,000 in cash and 
pledges, Only one county in 
the 17 southeast Alabama 
counties beat Coffee Coun- 
ty.

Grub Damaged 
Meat Caused 
By Heel Flies 


September is 
month for the of 
systemic insecticides for 
grub control, Meat packers 
have indicated that last 
year was the worst year 
of grub damaged meat that 
they have seen in anumber 
of years. Coffee Cuwounty 
Cattlemen can up their in- 
come by controlling these 
pests, 

Cattle grubs are the 
larvae of Heel Flies. This 
pest is found in every state 
and in every country and 
causes millions of dollars 
worth of damage to cattle 
each year, Adult heel flies 
are hairy flies about the 
size of a honey bee. In the 
early spring they appear, 
chase the animals in anef- 
fort to lay the eggs, Cattle 
obviously recognize the 
noise made by these flies 
and run wildly with their 
tails in the air in an effort 
to escape the pe The fe- 
male flies attach theireggs 
to the hairs on the lower 
part of the hind leg-hence 
the name Heel Fly. Soon 
the small white Maggots 
hatch from the eggs, tunnel 
through the skin and spend 
about six months migrating 
through the body of the host 
animal,
